The is an old Latin maxim, 
“ Durn opus est” —“ Strike while 
the iron is hot,” or, more forcibly 
said, ‘‘Act while the 
necessity 
demands.*' 
Especially is this the 
case with the people of Bryan to 
hold the trade territory that right­ 
fully belongs to her. 
What Bryan 
is today is largely due to labor and 
money of the merchants of the city. 
The bulk of the trade which comes 
to Bryan from adjoining counties 
has been at the expense of our peo 
pie who 
have maintained good 
roads and bridges, and not from 
any aid from railroads or public 
enterprises. 
Hence, if a railroad 
is built into this territory from any 
point north or south of us, as ie 
contemplated, it simply means an 
entire loss of this trade to the mer­ 
chants of Bryan. 
Business men 
and property owners will be the 
sufferers. 
Trade will go to other 
points, property values will be de­ 
preciated and store bouses will be 
w ithout tenant*. 
T hat this condition of things will 


arise cannot be questioned by any 
one, because it is evident to every

The Railroad Situation Demands Imme­ 


diate Consideration. 


The is an old Latin maxim, 
“ Durn opus est” —‘‘Strike while 
the iron is hot,” or, more forcibly 
said, ‘‘Act while the 
necessity 
demands.’' 
Especially is this the 
cane with the people of Bryan to 
hold the trade territory that right­ 
fully belongs to her. 
What Bryan 
is today is largely due to labor and 
money of the merchants of the city. 
The bulk of the trade which comes 
to Bryan from adjoining counties 
has been at the expense of our peo 
pie who 
have maintained good 
roads and bridges, and not from 
any aid from railroads or public 
enterprises. 
Hence, if a railroad 
is built into this territory from any 
point north or south of us, as is 
contemplated, it sim ply means an 
entire loss of this trade to the mer­ 
chants of Bryan. 
Business men 
and property owners will be the 
sufferers. 
Trade will go to other 
points, property values will be de­ 
preciated and store houses will be 
without tenants. 
That this condition of things will 


arise cannot be questioned by any 
one, because it is evident to every 
reasonable man that such will be 
the result; hence something sbou-d 
be done by our people to hold on 
to the trade that rightfully lelongs 
to us, and if a railroad is going to 
be built from any point north or 
south of us, there is no reason why 
our people should not take a hand 
in the matter. 
Heretofore our 
monied men have come up liber­ 
ally in all matters affecting the; 
good of the town, but the majority j 
of them have generally left the 
labor and strain on those citizens 
who are posseesed of small means 
while they should come forward; 
and by their presence, advice and 
means give a hearty co-operation 
to such work. 
Fault finding with 
those who want to do something 
for the town is very easy. Men can 
stand on the corners and croak 
about this one or that taking too; 
much dish while they themselves! 
refuse to do anything. 
This kind 
of a spirit should should not be; 
entertained by any one, but there 
should be unity and harmony of 
action among all our citizens. 
All 
should pull together and work each 
in harmony with the other for the 
good of our people and the town. 
Just what action Bryan should 
take to secure a railroad to Madi­ 
sonville or Centreville, we are not 
at this time prepared to say. There 
are several 
ways by which the 
matter can be put on loot. 
No 
doubt, after a fully represented 
meeting of our business men and 
citizens, some plan can be formu­ 
lated to secure the building of the 
road from this point. 
Possibly 
our people could take some finan­ 
cial interest in the investment and 
be part owners, or possibly some 
action could be taken to put us in 
touch with the railroad officials 
who represent either of the lines 
running through this town. 
Bryan has more to oiler by way 
of inducement than any other town 
of its size in Texas. 
She has the 
town, the people and an established 
trade, and the road going from 
Bryan into this territory would 
simply penetrate a section of coun­ 
try whose interests and those of the 
people of Bryan are in common. 
So let our people act at once in this 
most important matter and secure 
this railroad.

TWELVE LIVES LOST RIEN GET BETTER PAY 


The Engine Jump'* the Track While 
Rounding a Curve and Coaches 
Piled en Top—Injured Taken 
to El Paso for Care. 


Broderick Provides for Increase Salary 
and Other Reforms Which, it Is 
Believed Will Do Away With 
the Conscription List. 


El Paso, Tex., March 8.—As far aa 
known 12 lives were lost and a num­ 
ber of persons injured in the wreck on 
the Southern Pacific road near Sander­ 
son early Friday morning. 
The engine jumped the track while 
rounding a curve at a speed of 45 
miles an hour. 
All the cars with their loads of hu­ 
man freight were piled in a promiscu­ 
ous heap upon the engine, with a hun­ 
dred or more human beings imprison­ 
ed thereunder. 
The debris took fire 
and the horror of the situation was ln- 
ceased a thousandfold. 
The train consisted of one Pullman, 
two coac hes, three tourist ears, one 
mail and one express and one private 
car, containing Thomas F. Ryan and 
other capitalists from New York.

but the. private car were destroyed 
by fire.
